You cannot do the work 
without the Bible open before you. 
Please take plenty of time and 
read every verse mentioned in these 
lessons, look up every reference. 
“STUDY to shew thyself approved 
unto God.’’ Only by hard study 
and prayerful meditation will you 
get the riches of the Word of God. 
Be sure to-humbly ask the Holy 
Spirit to guide you in your study 
Take plenty of time and ycu will 
find riches better than silver, gold, 
rubies and diamonds. 


Chapter One 


From earliest times it has been 
agreed that this first gospel was 
written by “Matthew the publican’”’ 
as he calls himself (Matt. 10:3). 
The story of his call to follow Je- 
Sus is given in Matthew 9:9, Mark 
2:14, and Luke 5:27-29. Notice 
that Mark and Luke call him Levi. 
Mark gives the name of his fa- 
ther, Alphaeus. The publicans were 
tax collectors, usually dishonest ex- 
tortioners, often rich and always 
hated by the Jews. It is remark- 
able that Matthew, even after the 
death and resurrection of Christ, 
still called himself “Matthew the 
publican.” 


The book of Matthew is the 
longest of the four gospels, Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John. It is 
called “The Gospel According to 
Matthew.” The “gospel” means 
good news of Christ’s life, death 
and resurrection. See Paul’s defi- 
nition of the gospel in I -Corin- 
thians 15:1-7 and you will under- 
stand why the book of Matthew is 
a “gospel” and the book of Romans 
or Acts is not. All books of the 
Bible are the Word of God, but 
these four which tell of the life, 
death and resurrection of Jesus are 
particularly called the gospels. Let 
the beginner learn now to compare 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John 
to find the same events. The first 
three are called the “synoptic gos- 
pels” because they follow about the 
same chronological order and give 
many of the same events. The book 
of John differs more widely. Bach 


separate gospel gives many events 


and teachings that the others do 
not give. Each one is a divinely 
inspired and accurate account of 
events as far as it goes. 


VERSE 1. “The book of the gen- 
eration of Jesus Christ, the son of 
David, the son of Abraham.” 


A careful study of this verse will 
show the viewpoint and emphasis 
of the book of Matthew as it dif- 
fers from the other gospels. Com- 
pare it with Mark 1:1, “The gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, the Son of 
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eds with no genealogy, since 
Christ, in Mark, is pictured as a 
servant though the Son of God. 
Luke begins with human events 
and then in Luke 3:23-38 the 
genealogy begins with Jesus and 
traces Him back to Adam, so Luke 
is primarily the gospel of Jesus as 
the “Son of Man,” the Ged in hu- 
man form, with human tempta- 
tions which He overcame, human 
compassion for all men, the Christ 
of the Gentiles as well as the Jews. 
In Luke Jesus repeatedly calls 
Himself “the Son of man.” Com- 
pare this also with John 1:1-5. The 
book of John was written to prove 
that Jesus was the Son of God 
(John 20:31), and His human an- 
cestry is not discussed but the in- 
spired Word leaps back to the ages 
before the creation when Christ 
was with the Father and equal 
with God, “in the beginning.” 

Now the gospel of Matthew is 
the story of “Jesus Christ, the son 
of David, the son of Abraham”’ 
(Matt. 1:1), 

“THE SON OF DAVID.” Jesus 
Christ is descended from David and 
so inherits the eternal covenant 
to David’s seed. Read that cove- 
nant in Il Samuel 7:4-17 and in I 
Chronicles 17:4-15. God promised 
David that in the future He would 
establish David’s throne at Jeru- 
salem, with David’s seed upon that 
throne “forever.” The only way 
that can possibly be will be for

. . . Beloved brethren, notwith- 
standing all that the Spirit of God 
has already done in us, it is very 
possible that we have missed a 
large part of the blessing which 
He is willing to give, for He is 
able to “do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think.” 
We have already come to Jesus, 
and we have drunk of the life-giv- 
ing stream; our thirst is quenched, 
and we are made to live in Him. 
Is this all? Now that we are liv- 
ing in Him, and rejoicing to do so, 
have we come to the end of the 
matter? Assuredly not. We have 
reached as far as that first exhor- 
tation of the Master, “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me and 
drink;” but do you think that the 
generality of the church of God 
ever advanced to the next, “He 
that believeth on me, as the Scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water’? 
I think I am not going beyond the 
grievous truth if I say that only 
here and there will you find men 
and women who have believed up 
to that point. Their thirst is 
quenched, as I have said, and they 
live, because Jesus lives they shall 
live also, but health and vigour 
they have not: they have life, but 
they have not life more abundant- 
ly. They fave little life with which 
to act upon others; they have no 
energy welling up and overflowing 


» 
get of God all that God will give 
us: let us set our heart upon this, 
that we mean to have by God’s 
help all that the infinite goodness 
of God is ready to bestow. Let us 
not be satisfied with the sip that 
saves, but let us go on to the bap- 
tism which buries the flesh and 
raises us in the likeness of the ris- 
en Lord: even that baptism into 
the Holy Ghost and into fire which 
makes us spiritual and sets us all 
on flame with zeal for the glory 
of God and eagerness for useful- 
ness by which that glory may be 
increased among the sons of men.” 


. Ll hope I hear many 
sighs rising up in the place! I hope 
I hear friends saying, “Oh that I 
could get to that.” I want you to 
attain the fulness of the favour. I 
pray that we may all get it; for 
because Jesus Christ is ages 
therefore the Holy Spirit is given 
in this fashion, given more largely 
to those in the kingdom to His 
glory. God gives no stinted bless- 
ing to celebrate the triumph of His 
Son: God giveth not the Spirit by 
measure unto Him, On such an oc- 
casion heaven’s grandest liberality 
was displayed. Christ is glorified 
in heaven above, and God would 
have Him glorified in the church 
below by vouchsafing a baptism 
of the Holy Ghost to each of us. 


So I close by this, which I hope 
will be a very comforting and in- 
spiring reflection:

IV. THESE OPERATIONS OF

EASILY TO BE OBTAINED BY 
THE LORD’S CHILDREN. Did 
you say you had not received 
them? They are to be had, they 
are to be had at once. First, they 


, are to be had by believing in Je- 


sus. “This spake He of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on Him* 
should receive.” Do you not see 
that it is faith which gives us the 
first drink and causes us to live, 
and this second more abundant 
blessing of being ourselves made 
fountains from which rivers flow 
comes in the same way? Believe 
in Christ, for the blessing is to be 
obtained, not by the works of the 
law, nor by so much of fasting, 
and striving, and effort, but by 
belief in the Lord Jesus for it. With 
Him is the residue of the Spirit. 
He is prepared to give this to 
you, ay, to every one of you who 
believe on His name. He will not 
of course make all of you preach- 
ers; for who then would be hear- 
ers? If all were preachers the 
other works of the church would 
be neglected; but He will give you 
this favour, that out of you there 
shall stream a divine influence all 
around you to bless your children, 
to bless your servants, to bless 
the workman in the house where 
you are employed, and to bless 
the street you live in. In propor- 
tion as God gives you opportunity 
these rivers of living water will 
flow in this channel and in that, 
and they will be pouring forth 
from you at all times, if you be- 
lieve in Jesus for the full blessing, 
and can by faith receive it. 


But there is another thing to be 
done as well, and that is to pray; 
and here I want to remind you of 
those blessed words of the Master,

“Everyone that asketh receiveth; 
and he that seeketh findeth; and to 
him that knockKeth it shall be 
opened. If a son shall ask bread 
of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? Or if 
he ask a fish, will he for a fish 
give him a serpent? Or if he shall 
ask an egg, will he offer him a 
scorpion? If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto 
your children: how much more 
shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
Him?” You see, there is a distinct 
promise to the children of God, 
that their heavenly Father will give 
them the Holy Spirit if they ask 
for His power; and that promise 
is made to be exceedingly strong 
by the instances joined to it. But 
he says, “How much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?” He 
makes it a stronger case than that 
of an ordinary parent. The Lord 
must give us the Spirit when we 
ask Him, for He has herein bound 
Himself by no ordinary pledge. He 
has used.a simile which would 
bring dishonour on His own name, 
and that of the very grossest kind, 
if He did not give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask Him. 


Oh, then, let us ask Him at once, 
all our hearts. Am I not so happy 
with all our hearts. Am I not so 
happy as to have in this audience 
some who will immediately ask? I 
pray that some who have never re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit at all may 
now be led, while I am speaking, to 
pray, “Blessed Spirit, visit me; lead 
me to Jesus.” But especially those 
of you that are the children of God 
—to you is this promise especially 
made. Ask God to make you all 
that the Spirit of God can make 
you, not only a satisfied believer 
who has drunk for himself, but a 
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useful believer who overflows the 
neighborhoqd with blessing. I see 
here a number of friends from the 
country who have come to spend 
their holiday in London. What a 
blessing it would be if they went 
back to their respective churches 
overfiowing; for there aré numbers 
of churches that need flooding; 
they are dry as a barn-floor, and 
little dew ever falls on them. Oh, 
that they might be flooded! 


What a wonderful thing a flood 
is! Go down to the river, look over 
the bridge, and see the barges and 
other craft lying in the mud. All 
the king’s horses and all the king’s 
men cannot tug them out to sea. 
There they lie, dead and motion- 


less as the mud itself. What shall 
we do with them? What machinery 
can move them? Have we a great 
engineer among us who can devise 
a scheme for lifting these vessels 
and bearing them down to the 
river’s mouth? No, it cannot be 
done. Wait till the tide comes in! 
What a change! Each vessel walks 
the water like a thing of life. What 
a difference between the low tide 
and the high tide. You cannot stir 
the boats when the water is gone; 
but when the tide is at the full 
see how readily they move; a lit- 
tle child may push them with his 
hand. Oh, for a flood of grace! 
The Lord send to all our churches 
a great springtide! Then the indo- 
lent will be active enough, and 
those who were half dead will be 
full of energy. I know that in this 
particular dock several vessels are 
lying that I should like to float, 
but I cannot stir them. They 
neither work for God nor come out 
to the prayer-meetings, nor give of 
their substances to spread the gos- 
pel. If the flood would come you 
would see what they are capable 
of: they would be active, fervent, 
generous, abounding in every good 
word and work. So may it be! So 
may it be! May springs begin to 
flow in all our churches, and may 
all of you who hear me this day get 
your share of the streams. Oh, 
that the Lord may now fill you and 
then send you home bearing a flood 
of grace with you. It sounds oddly 
to speak of a man’s carrying home 
a flood within him, and yet I hope 
it will be so, and that out of you 
shall flow rivers of living water. 
So may God grant for Jesus’ sake.

Certain Points Agreed Upon 


Monday morning Brother 
Harold T, Pultz of Mineral Wells, 
brought a fine Scriptural devotion- 
al message. The brethren 
elected the editor of The Sword 
of the Lord as chairman. Brother 
H. C. Ownbey spoke next. Then 
the chairman stated carefully the 
proposition that needed decision. 


1. Is such a Bible Institute need- 
ed? 

2. Should it pattern after the 
great Bible Institutes such as 
Moody’s at Chicago, The Los An- 
geles Bible Institute, Northwestern 
Bible Institute at Minneapolis, etc? 

3. Should the Bible Institute be 
Baptist or interdenominational ? 

4. Should the Bible Institute plan 


rto begin in some local church 


building ? 

5. What kind of curriculum? 
Then the meeting was thrown open 
to public discussion. After very 
prayerful and hearty discussion it 
was found that we thoroughly 
agreed that such a Bible Institute 
was needed. As Brother W. O. 
Majors stated, “We are twenty 
years late in getting this started.” 
Bro. H. B. Hensley said, “I needed 
it fifteen years ago.” Pastors told 
how young people in their churches 
are now attending Moody Bible In- 
stitute, Denver Bible Institute, 
John A. Davis Memorial Bible In- 
stitute at Johnson City, New York, 
ete. Six or eight young men pres- 
ent stated they planned to enroll 
as soon as such an Institute could 
be opened. Pastors stated that 
there were dozens of other young 
people who could not go 1,000 or 
1,200 miles away but who would 
attend a Bible Institute nearby. It 
was agreed that the Baptist Semi- 
nary at Fort Worth and the fine 
undenominational seminary in Dal- 
las would not conflict with such a 
Bible Institute. 

We were thoroughly agreed that 
we ought to follow the general pat- 
tern of Moody Bible Institute at 
Chicago and such other standard 
Bible Institutes and the general 
set-up, policies, program and cur- 
riculum with individual differences 
to suit the situation here. It was 
felt that such a Bible Institute 
should be undenominational or in- 
terdenominational. That is, the 
brethren felt that such a Bible In- 
stitute could be safeguarded by a 
very strict and carefully worded 
statement of faith which trustees 
and all teachers would agree to, 
including the great fundamentals 
of the Bible. Fundamentally sound 
pastors, whether Independent Bap- 
tists, Convention Baptists, Unde- 
nominational, Presbyterian, Con- 
gregationalist or of other denomi- 
nations who could agree on this 
doctrinal basis would be free to co- 
operate in such a Bible Institute 
and from: such a group trustees 
and teachers for the Institute could 
be found. No compromise would be 
permitted on the.fundamentals of 
the faith. 

It was agreed that possibly the 
Bible Institute would need to begin 
in a church building unti! other 
quarters could be found; that if 
possible, nearby pastors ought to 
be secured of the necessary 
scholarship, spiritual qualifications 
and doctrinal soundness to help. It 
was felt that one man or probably 


‘two would need to give most of 


their time steadily to the work beé- 
sides the help of local pastors and 
visiting Bible teachers who would 
come for short periods to teach. 
It was generally recogniz2d that 
such a Bible Institute and its needs 
would cost an enormous amount of 
time, prayer, labor and money and 
that it ought not be attempted un- 
less some man or two could be 
found who would be willing to dedi- 
cate their lives to the task under 
God’s leadership, to lead the breth- 
ren, enlist students, maintain the

workers and pray through for 
blessings. 

The place for such a Bible Insti- 
‘tute was not decided. The pre- 
ponderance of opinion was that it 
should probably be at Dallas. No 
vote was taken on this question 
though several expressed them - 
selves. Oklahoma City and Hous- 
ton were considered. 


_Committee to Report in November 


In the afternoon session Monday 
it was felt that a committee should 
be appointed to work out further 
details in their own minds and 
bring recommendations to a future 
meeting of ministers to take place 
if possible in November at a Bible 
School in Dallas. John R. Rice 
was made chairman of the com- 
mittee by vote of the conference 
and was asked to appoint four 
other members. He agreed to do 
so after counsel with other breth- 
ren. 

The committee was asked to re- 
port what they recommended about 
(1). Place for the Bible School. 
(2). Men for president and dean, 
if possible. (3), A statement of 
faith. (4). A curriculum for the 
Bible Institute. (5). Plans for co- 
operation with other Fundamental 
Christian leaders in the Southwest. 
It was felt that if possible before 
any trustees, president or teach- 
ers were determined upon that 
representatives from other denomi- 
nations and pastors and Christians 
in independent, undenominational 
churches should be enlisted so that 
all together might give counsel and 
wisdom. It was the sincere desire 
of all present that the proposed 
Bible Institute should represent all 
fundamentally sound Christians in 
the Southwest who could agree up- 
on an orthodox confession of faith 
concerning the essential doctrines 
of the Bible. Therefore, it was 
understood that the committee 
would move slowly and prayerfully 
and as far as possible seek the co- 
operation of others before assum- 
ing any authority. The committee 
was only to recommend to a group 
of Christian workers to be called 
together in the future and not to 
proceed with the organization or 
final plans, 


Blessed Fellowship in Testimony, 
Praise and Prayer 


The music which blessed our 
hearts was of very happy spiritual 
quality. Evangelist and-Mrs. Fin- 
ley sang for us a number of songs, 
gave numbers on the musical saw 
and the cow-bells. Miss Fairy 
Shappard of Dallas sang in the 
}afternoon “Blessed Redeemer” and 
the Spirit of God moved many to 
tears as she sang. Then we went 
into a season of prayer. Brother 
T. D. Mangum, deeply moved, told 
of his brother far away from God 
and living in sin and asked us to 
join in prayer for him. A Dallas 
woman, weeping, asked us to pray 
for her unsaved brother, a drunk- 
ard. We agreed together to pray 
for these things and for revival 
in all of our churches, a new en- 
duement of the Spirit of God, a 
new day of fellowship among 
Christians and special wisdom in 


planning for a Bible Institute. And 
then followed our season of prayer. 


God heard those prayers, too. 
That was Monday. While I was 
eating a late lunch Tuesday, my 
office called me. Brother Mangum 
was there with the brother we had 
prayed for! Long years ago he 
had made a profession of faith in 
Christ but had gone so far away 
from God that as he said; “I didn’t 
know whether I was saved. I al- 
most forgot my conversion.” Under 
the earnest pleading of his preach- 
er brother and others, he had con- 
fessed his sins to God and claimed 
forgiveness and peace. Our hearts 
leaped for joy at this answer to 
prayer. 

And the Christian woman’s poor 
lost brother for whom we prayed 
was in the services Monday night, 
deeply concerned and very humbly 
told me that he was earnestly try- 
ing to commit himself to the Lord. 
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I am not certain whether or not 
he has definitely trusted Clrist for 
salvation. The working of the 
Spirit of God was very evident. 
God answered prayer. 


In the testimonies Monday after- 
noon the brethren brought fine re- 
ports from their churches of re- 
vivals, souls saved and sweeter fel- 
lowship. All were greatly stirred 
by reports of work among the fall- 
en women and outcasts by Bro. 
T. D. Mangum and others.

Abraham’s 
seed are to inherit all the land of 
Canaan “for an everlasting posses- 
sion.”” The only possession Jews 
have ever had of Canaan has been 
temporary thus far but their pos- 
session of the land will be eternally 
established forever. The same thing 
is promised in many other places. 
See II Samuel 7:10, Jeremiah 23,3- 
8, Jeremiah 33:14-26, Ezekiel 37: 
15-28. Notice that many other pas- 
sages tell of the regathering - of 
Israel under one king, the seed of 
David, in the land of Palestine. 
Christ will inherit this land prom- 
ised to Abraham along with Ab- 
raham and others of his seed. Read 
carefully Galatians 3:16-18, par- 
ticularly verse 16. To Abraham and 
his seed the promises were made, 
not many “seeds,” but primarily 
one “SEED,” that is, Christ. Mat- 
thew is written, then, about Jesus 
as the King of the Jews. 


The terms, then, “King of the | 
Jews” and “the Son of David,” will 
be used a number of times in the 
book of Matthew and the gospel 
will tell how Jesus was born “King 
of the Jews,’ how the wise men 
of the East sought the “King of 
the Jews” (Matt. 2:2), how Je- 
sus was crucified as “The King of 
the Jews” (Matt. 27:37).

16. “And Jacob begat Joseph the 
husband of Mary, of whom was 
born Jesus, who is called Christ.’ 

Notice that this is the ancestry 
of Joseph, the husband of Mary 
and not literally the ancestry of 
Christ. This is the official record 
of Christ through His foster-father, 
Joseph. The literal genealogy of 
Christ through His mother, Mary, 
is given in Luke 3:23-38, A prayer- 
ful notice will prove that they are 
not the same. The father of Joseph 
here (vs. 16) is Jacob. Joseph was 
evidently son-in-law of Heli, the 
father of Mary (Luke 3:23). 
Notice the words printed in italics 
which were not in the original 
manuscripts but inserted by the 
translators to make sense, and 
properly so. The two genealogies 
are not the same. Notice that the 
official genealogy here in Matthew 
runs back through the line of 
reigning kings from Jechonias (vs. 
12) otherwise called Jehoiakim, or 
Coniah, back to Solomon and 
David (vss. 6, 7) but the literal 
genealogy of Mary gces back out- 
side the reigning line to Nathan, 
the brother of Solomon, another 
son of David.. Study this very 
carefully. The difference in these 
two genealogies explains Jeremiah 
22:28-30. Coniah, another name for 
Jehoiakim or Jechonias, was, with 
his brother, Zedekiah, the last of 
the reigning line of kings on 
David's throne. That is, hs son 
did not sit upon the throne of 
David. And God said that he was 
to be written down as childless 
since no descendant of his WOULD 
EVER reign on David's thrcne. 
This man Coniah or Jechonias is 
in the genealogy of Joseph (Mati. 
1:12). So while it is the official 
genealogy of Jesus, it is not His 
literal genealogy, could not be! No 
person descended from Jechonias 
could ever reign on David’s throne. 
This absolutely proves that Jesus 
was born of a virgin, without a 
human father and that Joseph 
could not have been the real fa- 
ther of Jesus. From Abraham to 
David are included in both gen- 
ealogies. Both Mary and Joseph 
were descended from David. And 
Jesus was both officially and lit- 
erally of the seed of David and 
of Abraham; officially through His 
foster-father, Joseph, and literally 
through His real mother, Mary. 

Do not fail to prayerfully medi- 
tate on this wonderful genealogy 
in Matthew 1:2-16. Notice the fol- 
lowing points of blessing. (1). 
Gentiles are included in the an- 
cestry of Christ, Rahab of Jericho 
(Rachab, vs. 5), Ruth the Moabit- 
ess (vs. 5), and the wives of others 
of these men. (2). Certain women 
are called by name. Tamar 
(Thamar, vs. 3), Rahab, Ruth, 
Bath-sheba, “her that had been the 
wife of Urias” (vs. 6). (3). Of 
these women three were harlots 
or adulteresses, Tamar (Gen. 38), 
Rahab (Joshua 6), ard Bath- 
sheba (II Sam. 11). (4). In the 
genealogy are kings and paupers, 
saints and the vilest sinners; for 
instance, study the life of wicked 
Manasseh (Manasses, II Kings 
21:1-18 and II Chron. 33:1-20).

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The lesson from these things is 
that Christ:is the Saviour of Gen- 
tiles as well as Jews, the Saviour 
of harlots and idolaters as well 
as of moral people, the Saviour of 
poor as well as rich. “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him” (II Cor. 5:21). “God sending 
his own Son in the likeness of sin- 
ful flesh, and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh” (Rom. 8:3). 


VERSE 17. “So all the genera- 
tions from Abraham to David are 
fourteen generations, and from 
David until the carrying away in- 
to Babylon are fourteen genera- 
tions; and from the carrying away 
into Babylon unto Christ are four- 
teen generations.” 


For convenience and memory the 

genealogy is divided into three 
series of fourteen. Generations are 
counted according to the Jewish 
custom and may skip from father 
to son or from grandfather to 
grandson. Actually three men in 
the line are left out as you see by 
comparing this genealogy in Mat- 
thew with the stricter genealogy 
given in I Chronicles 3:10-16. Those 
omitted are Ahaziah, Joash and 
Amaziah (I Chron. 3:11, 12). Mat- 
thew Henry suggests they may 
have been omitted because they 
were of the wicked seed of Queen 
Athaliah, the daughter of Ahab 
and Jezreel of the Northern king- 
dom. Read the story of them in 
II Chronicles, chapters 22 to 25 
and in II Kings 8:24 and II Kings 
14:20. Read God’s estimate of 
Ahab and Jezreel in I Kings 16: 
29-33 which may explain why 
these three of their descendants on 
the throne of Judah were omitted 
from the official genéalogy of the 
king. 
, Remember this is the official 
genealogy, possibly. that’ kept in 
the temple records and quoted here 
by God's choice because it is the 
official Jewish record. It’ would 
therefore follow their custom of 
counting the genealogy of the king 
of Judah. 

VERSES 18, 19. “Now the birth 
of Jesus Christ was on this. wise: 
When as his mother Mary was 
espoused to Joseph, before they 
came together, she was found with 
child of the Holy Ghost. 

19. “Then Joseph her husband, 
being a just man, and not willing 
to make her.a public example,.was 
minded to. put her away privily.”’ 

Compare this with Luke 1:26- 
35 where the details of the an- 
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nunciation and conception are re- 
lated. The word “espoused”’ means 
engaged but much stronger than 
present day engagements. We sup- 
pose it involved a contract of mar- 
riage but they had not actually 
come together as man and wife. 
This engagement would need to 
be broken by divorce such as was 
permitted Jews in Deuteronomy 
24:1. Consider Joseph’s heart- 
breaking predicament. He knew 
Mary for a virtuous and devout 
woman, his promised bride, and yet 
apparently she had played the har- 
lot and so according to Mosaic law, 
if publicly exposed, should be 
stoned according to Leviticus 20: 
10 and especially Deuteronomy 22: 
23, 24. Since Joseph could not 
know for sure the circumstances, 
whether her supposed sin was in 
the city or in the country (accord- 
ing to Deut. 22:25-27), then Joseph 
was not obligated to expose her. 
Being a tender-hearted and merci- 
ful, good man, he chose to put her 
away privily, evidently with a 
broken heart. 

VERSES 20-25. “But while he 
thought on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a dream, saying, Joseph, the 
son of David, fear not to take unto 
thee Mary thy wife: for that which 
is conceived in her is of the Holy 
Ghost. 


21. “And she shall bring forth a 
son, and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his peo- 
ple from their sins. 

22. “Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, 
saying, 

23; “Behold, a virgin shall be 
with child, and shall bring forth 
a son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpret- 
ed is, God with us, 

24. “Then Joseph being raised 
from sleep did as the angel of thé 
Lord had bidden him,’and took un- 
to him his wife: 

25: “And knew her not till she 
brought forth-her firstborn son: 
and he called Hig name JESUS.” 


“In these verses 
out as a man of the finest Chris- 
tian character. First, he was..just 
and merciful. -Second, he was 
thoughtful, anxiously and -prayer- 
fully seeking to do right (vs. 20) 


and third, he was ‘a man of deep 


faith, immediately believing the 
angel. Fourth, he willingly cbeyed 
the command of.God to take Mary 
as his wife and in naming the 
baby Jesus according to command. 
Fifth, Joseph must have been a 
man of great restraint and strength 
of character since he “knew her 
not till she had brought forth her 
first-born son.” One might preach 
a blessed sermon upon Joseph. 

The angel here was probably the 
same angel Gabriel that appeared to 
Mary (Luke 1:26-33). The same 
explanation is made about the child 
2onceived in her womb, that it was 
done by the Holy Ghost without a 
human father. 

In verses 22 and 23 the reference 
is to Isaiah 7:14. Here it was fore- 
told hundreds of years before that 
the Saviour should be born of a 
virgin. 

May I ‘suggest certain themes 
for meditation. (1)..The birth of 
Jesus from the body of a human 
mother, nursed at her breast, for- 
ever glorifies motherhood and child 
bearing. (2). The name Jesus 
means Deliverer, Saviour, just as 
the Old Testament name, Joshua. 
Joshua, in the New Testament is 
called Jesus (Acts 7:45). (3). Con- 
sider how Joshua with the same 
name, was a type of Christ. Joshua 
followed Moses; so Christ and 
grace follows the law, the New 
Testament follows the Old Testa- 
ment. Joshua led the children of 
Israel into the promised land out 
of the wilderness; so Christ will 
lead us into His kingdom and vic- 
tory. As Joshua delivered the chil- 
dren of Israel from all their en- 
emies so Christ saves us from sin 
and will eventually deliver His 
saints from ali the power of the 
Evil One. (4). Consider the blessed 

inistry of angels in revealing the 
will of God in connection with the 
Bible.
